MacArthur Bill Moves Into First 
Place With 56 Per Cent of Votes 


Returns on the ARMY AND Navy Jour 
NAL’s promotion poll came in in increas- 


ing numbers this week, bringing the 
total of ballots received up to Thurs- 
day, August 16, to 1,277. 

The MacArthur bill, which on last 
week's total polled only 30.5 per cent 
of the total number of votes received, 


jumped this week to a total of 72h, rep- 
resenting more than 56 per cent of the 
total number of votes received. 

Question number Five (some combina- 
tion of forced attrition, selection up and 
selection out), which last week was tied 
for first place with the MacArthur bill, 
dropped to second place, polling a total 
of 197 votes, or about 15.4 per cent of 
the total votes. 

The next highest number of votes, 99, 
was cast for Question Eight (any other 


plan you may have in mind), 7.7 per 
cent of those voting. 
Fourth place went to Question Six 


(a method based upon a separate pro- 
motion list for independent branches), 
which polled 68 votes, or about 5.3 per 
cent. 

Fifth place went to Question Two (a 
method based upon forced attrition) for 
which 67 officers voted, or about 5.2 per 
cent.

Navy Officer Strength 
Program to Congress 


A personnel expansion program, des- 
tined to increase the officer strength of 
the Navy to the number needed for a 
treaty Navy, will be presented to the 
next Congress by the Navy Department. 


To attain the strength of 7,000 line 
officers estimated as necessary when the 
full number of ships allowed under the 
Washington and London Treaties are 
built, it has been decided to seek an in- 
crease in next year’s naval appropria- 
tions to provide a larger entering class 
at the Naval Academy in 1935. It is 
the plan to ask for a return to the four 
appointment basis at the Academy next 
year, and then boost it to five the fol- 
lowing year and each year thereafter. 


This would mean that each member of 
Congress would be allowed four and 
then five appointees in the Naval Acad- 
emy at one time, instead of three as at 
present, Permanent law permits a maxi- 
mum of tive appointments, but the ap- 


propriation acts of recent years have 
curtailed this by simply lUmiting the 
amount of money provided. Return to 


the five appointment basis year after 
next will mean that the strength of the 
line would be built up to 7,000 officers 
by about 145. Even though this will 
mean that there will be a shortage of 
officers for several years, many officials 
do not deem it possible or desirable to 
attain that number any sooner, 


With the Naval Academy operating on 
a five appointment basis, the maximum 
enrollment which can be handled with- 
out enlarging the institution is reached, 
No thought has been given, it is stated, 
to the possibility of securing line officers 
from any other source than the Naval 
Academy. Moreover, if the building up 
process were speeded up any more, it 
would result in the creation of another 
promotion “hump” and would mean that 
the Navy would have to go through a 
period of drastic elimination at some 
future date similar to that faced at 
present in the grade of lieutenant. 


At the present time, the line strength 
is about 6,140. While this means only 
an enlargement of about 850 officers in 
ten years, the number to be taken In 
will be increased by the enforced retire- 
ment of about 600 officers in 1936 as a 
result of the operation of the new line 
personnel act. 

One important phase of the problem 
of inereasing the line strength remains 
unsettled in the minds of Department 
officials. That is the problem of redis- 
tribution of officers in the various 
grades. While the actual strength of the 
line is 6.140, the authorized strength re- 
mains at 5,499, with the excess carried 
in the grades of ensign and lieutenant, 
junior grade. The increase to 7,000 can 
be made without authorizing legislation, 
but this would leave the upper grades 
frozen at their present strength. Study 
of this phase of the matter continues 
and is expected that some legislation 
will be submitted to the next Congress 
along with the request for additional ap- 
propriations for increased Naval Acad- 
emy appointments. 
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The achievement of the Marine Corps in pacifying and improving Haiti in the 
19 years of the occupancy is praised by American newspaper editors in commenting 
on the withdrawal from the island republic. 





“Another pacification is ended” declares the Kansas City Star, “the marines 
are leaving Haiti, to be withdrawn completely by October 1, after an occupation 
that began in 1915 under the administration of President Wilson. Nineteen years 
have seen the little republic, which shares the large island of Santo Domingo with 
the sister republic of that name, restored to a degree of civilization and prosperity 
after more than a century of savagery and ignorance. 

“It has not been without its costs to the people of the United States. First, 
of course, has been the loss of life. Hundreds of sailors and marines. officers and 
men, were killed in the jungle fighting that marked the first days of the occupa- 
tion. But they performed a magnificent service in the restoration of order.” 





“Within the next fortnight or so, the last American marines will be leaving 
the island of Haiti—and neither the Haitians, the American public, nor the marines 
themselves will feel very badly about it if they never go back,” comments the 
Denver News. 

“It is good to see the marines leaving. The island’s situation was very tangled 
indeed when they first landed, and they did a lot of very excellent work; but in 
the end the Haitians must work out their own salvation as an independent state, 
and they can’t do that until the last American marine has gone home.” 





“During the nineteen years in which this country has been in charge of affairs 
in the island, as a means of protecting life and property from the many insurgents 
who struggled for control of the government,” states the Paterson (N. J.) Call, 
‘great improvement has taken place and it is now enjoying a stable government 
and greater prosperity than ever before.” 





“This is one more step in the Administration’s program of fostering more 
harmonious relations with our Latin-American neighbors,” the New York Hvening 
Post declares. 

“Haiti has long been a sore spot in those relations. Our occupation of that 
island has been one of the specimens of ‘Yankee imperialism’ most frequently cited 
to arouse public opinion against Uncle Sam in Central and South America. * * * 

“It is essential, however, that this welcome news from Haiti be followed up 
with the departure of our warships from Havana Harbor. Unless that is done, 
anti-American jingoes and our rivals for South American trade will seize upon 
that inconsistency to cast doubt upon the sincerity of the State Department—even 
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Nation’s Press Commends Marine Corps on Withdrawal From Haiti 


“The dispatch of marines to the island several years ago was caused by chaotic 
conditions resulting from the breakdown of the Haitian government and a conse. 
quent threat to the lives and safety of Americans and other foreigners,” states 
the Charleston Daily Mail. 

“The conditions that caused the occupation have been corrected. A capable 
government has been established, at least temporarily, and the outlook is that 
orderly rule may be permanent. 

“This being the case, the United States has completed its work. The only 
thing for it to do is to withdraw and let the Haitians see if they are capable of 
running their own affairs. * * * Intervention in foreign countries is something 
Americans don’t relish. This has become necessary at times, though.” 





“Due mainly to what visiting Congressmen have had to say,” the New York 
American states, “there is a widely prevalent belief that sending the Marines to 
Haiti was an unprovoked deed of aggressive imperialism and that orderly con- 
clusion of their long mission is a part of some new policy of friendliness and non- 
interference in weaker neighboring republics. 

“How near are these ideas to the historical facts? * * * 

“The first detachment landed upon the island on July 28, 1915. 

“At that time the World War was raging. 

“America was not yet involved, but belligerent ships were scouring our adja- 
cent seas. 

“For the safety of our commerce the Government was watchful lest some one 
of the warring powers should establish a coaling base or secret submarine station 
within striking distance of our shores, and extremely violent disorders breaking 
out in Haiti had suddenly provided a chance for such an attempt. 

“Our own security, as well as our obligations to the world under the Monroe 
doctrine of defending the Americas, compelled intervention. 

“And how was the intervention carried out? 

“* * * Haiti has now a good financial system at home and abroad. In two 
of the nineteen years there were insurrections, and the Marines seeing men of 
their own tortured and slain’ ‘got rough.’ These regrettable incidents have been 
causes of wide criticism at home and abroad. 

“Otherwise the Marines policed the islands, built eighty miles of highways 
and organized and trained a Haitian Guard of 5,000 troops. 

“Moreover, during the occupation a public health service was established and 
the educational system was modernized. 

“On his recent call in Haiti, President Roosevelt voiced the opinion that the 
republic ‘can look forward to the future with the greatest confidence.’ 

“Does anybody reasonably suppose that would be true today if the Marines 
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if not upon the Roosevelt policy.”

Naval Reserve Report 

The Secretary of the Navy made pub- 
lic this week the annual report of the 
President of the Naval Reserve Inspec- 
tion Board, signed by Capt. Carl T. 
Osburn, USN, on the relative standings 
of the Naval Reserve units throughout 
the United States. The standings were 
assigned after inspections by the Board 
which was composed of Captain Osburn, 
Lt. Comdr. Oliver O. Kessing, USN, and 
Lt. Willlam G. Tomlinson, USN, 

During the year from July 1, 1933, 
until June 30, 1984, the Board conducted 
inspections of 148 fleet divisions and 81 
aviation divisions of the Naval Reserve. 
Units of the Naval Communication and 
Marine Corps Reserve were also re- 
viewed. 

Commenting on the administration of 
the Naval Reserve units, Captain Os- 
burn reported that 

“The Board is of the opinion that the 
Fleet Naval Reserve divisions have, with 
few exceptions, continued the general 
improvement noted last year. The mili- 
tary drills have improved generally. Due 
to the extensive use of the Navy train- 
ing courses, a general improvement in 
the proficiency of the enlisted men is 
apparent. 

“Those divisions which have been able 
to enlist the interest and support of the 
community were generally found to be 
above the average in efficiency and 
morale. It is the duty of an officer 
commanding a Reserve unit to place his 
organization before the public in a fa- 
vorable light in order to secure the in- 
terest and support of the community, 
with resulting increase in pride, spirit, 
drill and cruise attendance, and a higher 
type of personnel. 

“A general improvement in armory 
facilities continues, especially in respect 
to space and equipment for drill and in- 
struction purposes. In many cases much 
resourcefulness has been shown in simu- 
lating shipboard conditions and in pro- 
viding the means for drill and instruc- 
tion. For those units that are still 
handicapped by lack of sufficient space, 
but make up for it by an application of 
energy and initiative in making the best 
of existing conditions, the Board has 
made due allowance. Some divisions 





have been allotted public works funds 
for new armories and improvement of 
present armories,

“All Naval Reserve Aviation Bases for 
the first time accomplished the complete 
major overhaul of the aircraft and en- 
gines attached thereto. This practice 
provides excellent training and has 
proven economical as -well. The mate- 
rial condition of Naval Reserve Aviation 
Bases and aircraft is of a high order 
of excellence. 


“The Board was impressed with the 
high type and professional ability of 
officers and men of the Aviation Reserve. 
Rach Reserve unit performed on an 
average one hour of flying for the Board 
to demonstrate as many phases of the 
syllabus as local conditions permitted. 
This flying was well conducted and par- 
alleled the accepted practices of regular 
squadrons in the Fleet. The Aviation 
Reserve is an efficient organization and 
is of decided value to the Navy.”

Capt., AC—I do not favor any forced 
retirement or selection up or out. 

Lt. Col., Inf—Ruthless application of 
“Class B” law. 

Maj., FA—Retirement age sixty years 
for all but general officers. 

2nd Lt., Inf—The MacArthur bill with 
attrition and the revised Class B method, 
automatic retirement for captains at 47, 
majors at 52, Lt. Cols. at 56, Cols. at 60. 

Maj., AGD—Aside from inherent merit 
the MacArthur plan will fare best in 
Congress due to prestige attaching. 

Maj., Cav—In connection with the 
MacArthur bill I believe it would be bet- 
ter to have “selection out” instead of 
Class B. 

Capt., Inf—No. -1 together with selec- 
tion out by means other than the present 
Class “B.” 

Maj., CAC—No. 1 with forced attri- 
tion in Col. and General Officer rank. 

Ist Lt., CE—United we stand, divided 
we fall. Let’s back the MacArthur bill. 
Ist Lt., FA—Method No. 4 is also 
agreeable to me.

Radio on Alaska Flight 

Japt. Harold M. McClelland, Com- 
munications Officer on the recent Air 
Corps flight from Bolling Field to Fair- 
banks, Alaska, has reported that he was 
continuously in touch with Signal Corps 
radio stations at Juneau and Ketchikan. 
Captain McClelland was able to obtain 
information on weather conditions, 
through cooperation of the U. 8S. Weather 
Bureau and the Canadian Weather Ser- 
vice, 

The equipment used for long distance 
communication was a Signal Corps air- 
craft set with a voice range of two 
hundred miles and a telegraph range of 
six hundred miles. Another set with a 
voice range of thirty miles served for 
communication between planes of the 
flight. 

A fifteen minute broadcast from Fair- 
banks, Alaska, was made by Lt. Col: 
Henry H. Arnold, A.C., in charge of the 
flight, over a Signal Corps transmitter, 
and. rebroadcast from Fort Lawton, 
Washington, over the Columbia network. 

In a letter to Capt. W. G. Smith, 
Wright Field, Ohio, Captain McClelland 
voices his satisfaction with his radio 
equipment, his Air Corps operator, and 
the radio system of the U. 8S. Signal 
Corps and Canada. 

From Whitehouse, Yukon, he writes: 

“Radio worked so marvelously today. 
I must write to tell you about it. There 
never has been anything like it. We left 
Edmonton at 9:30 am.—had communi- 
cations on 4220 with the government sta- 
tion there until we landed at Prince 
George—400 miles—and also after we 
got off for an hour (180 miles). Had a 
telegram waiting at Prince George from 
Ketchikan saying he had heard our ‘good 
signals’ (look up the distance, its plenty) 


. as we came in to Prince George. We 


contacted him as soon as he got off and 
worked him and Juneau with swell sig- 
nals. 

“Worked Juneau on 4445—we on 4220 
all the way here—and cleared 200 words 
traffic on the ground after we landed. 
Heard Seattle and Anchorage on 8060 
all the way—wish I’d brought an 8000 
tuning unit. 

“This ‘half-pint’ of mine is a marvel 
— he just burns ’em up and how keen 
they are! The whole Department of Na- 
tional Defense radio system in the north- 
west stopped traffic and stood by for us 
today — swell cooperation — weather re- 
ports from Siberia to Hudson Bay — 
whenever we want them. This is working 
out better than I ever imagined—and 
we needed it—we flew some tough stuff 
today !” 

The “Half-pint” referred to is not the 
repeal variety but an energetic young 
Air Corps radio operator. 





50 Years Active Military Service 


Baltimore—Completing fifty years of 
active military service, nearly half of 
which was in the British Army, Master 
Sergeant John F. O’Donnell, on duty at 
Third Corps Area headquarters since 
1928, received formal congratulations 
this week from Maj. Gen. Paul B. Ma- 
lone, corps area commander, for his 
record of outstanding service. Sergeant 
O’Donnell enlisted Aug. 11, 1884, at the 
age of 14 years, in the 60th Rifles 
(British) serving later in the 1st Royal 
Munster Fusiliers. He took part in the 
entire Boer War. Besides his service 
in South Africa he also was in India 
and Egypt. He was discharged in 1907, 
when he came to the United States and 
enlisted. He was commissioned second 
lieutenant in July, 1917; promoted to 
first lieutenant in 1918 and to captain 
in the same year. After the war he 
reenlisted and served continuously 
since, 

“Your service is outstanding,” General 
Malone wrote. “During my military 
career I believe that your case is the 
only one I remember in which an officer 
or soldier has completed fifty years of 
service, and I cannot express to you in 
words my admiration for the wonderful 





record you have made both in the Brit. 
ish and American armies.” 

Another unusual feature is. that hig 
son, Staff Sergeant Francis E. O’Don. 
nell, occupies a desk at Third Corps 
Area headquarters adjoining his father’s, 
His son’s record parallels to an extent 
the record of his father. Residing in 
the United States at the outbreak of the 
World War, he went to London and ep. 
listed in March, 1915, for service in the 
1st Royal Munster Fusileers, his father’s 
old regiment, serving for six months at 
Queenstown Harbor. He was sent to 
France and fought with the British Ex. 
peditionary Forces’ until the armistice, 
He was discharged from the British 
Army in August, 1920, returned to the 
United States and in January, 1921, en- 
listed in the Infantry at Fort George G, 
Meade, Md.

General Russell was born in California 
Nov. 14, 1872, and was appointed to the 
United States Naval Academy by the 
President in 1888. He was transferred 
to the Marine Corps and commissioned 
a Second Lieutenant July 1, 1894. He 
served on board the USS Massachusetts 
of the North Atlantic Squadron during 
the Spanish American War, and in 
Guam from April 21 until September 
8, 1890. 

From April 30, until Dec. 4, 1914, Gen- 
eral Russell commanded the 2nd Bat- 
talion, 3rd Regiment of Marines at Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, being on detached duty 
with the Army during that period. He 
commanded the First Brigade of Marines 
in Haiti, until Feb, 11, 1922, when he 
was appointed American High Commis- 
sioner, with the Rank of Ambassador 
Extraordinary to represent the United 
States in Haiti, and served in that ca- 
pacity until November 12, 1930. 

General Russell was awarded the 
Haitian Medaille Militaire by the Presi- 
dent of Haiti “for invaluable services to 
the Republic of Haiti” and the Navy 
Cross for “Distinguished, service in the 
line of his profession in able administra- 
tion of the First Provisional Brigade of 
Marines in Haiti, and for wisdom and 
tact in ali his dealings with the officials 
of the Haitian Government and people. 

Upon his detachment from duty as 
American High Commissioner General 
Russell was commended by letters from 
the President of the United States and 
the Secretary of State, and was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal for “ex- 
ceptionally moritorious service to the 
Government in a position of great re- 
sponsibility as American High Commis- 
sioner to the Republic of Haiti.” On De- 
cember 14, 1930, General Russell was 
named to Command the Marine 
Corps Base, San Diego, Calif., and in 
December 1982, was transferred to com- 
mand the Marine Base, Quantico, Va, He 
assumed the duties of Assistant to the 
Major General Commander February 1, 
1933, and was appointed Major General 
Commandant of the Marine Corps March 
2, 1984. 

General Lee was born.in Washington, 
D. C., June 4, 1872, and was appointed a 
Second Lieutenant in the Marine Corps, 
(for the War with Spain) August 2, 
1898. He served at the Naval Station, 
Havana, Cuba, until February 9, 1899, 
when he was ordered home and honor- 
ably discharged and was commissioned 
as First Lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
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April 17, 1899. 

After service in various ships and at 
marine stations, General Lee was on 
duty in Nicaragua from September 5, 
until November 21, 1912, and participated 
in the bombardment, assault and capture 
of the fortifications of Coyotepe and 
Barranca. He also served short periods 
in Haiti, Santo Domingo and Guan- 
tanamo Bay, Cuba. 


On August 1, 1917, General Lee, then 
with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, 
joined the Marine Barracks, Quantico, 
Va., for duty with the 6th Regiment of 
Marines and with that Regiment arrived 
in France, February 8, 1918. He parti- 
cipated in the battles of the Chateau 
Thierry Sector in command of the 6th 
Regiment. Under his command the regi- 
ment participated with distinction in 
the Aisne-Marne Offensive (Soissons) ; 
the Marbache Sector; the St. Mihiel Of- 
fensive; the Meuse Argonne Offensive 
(Champagne); the Meuse Argonne Of- 
fensive (Argonne Forest) and in the 
march of the Allied Army to the Rhine. 
He returned to the United States August 
6, 1919. 

For his service in command of the 6th 
Regiment in France he was decorated 
with the Army Distinguished Service 
Medal, the Navy Distinguished Service 
Medal, the French Legion of Honor, the 
Crois-deGuerre (three times) and was 
cited in General Orders. 

From December 5, 1922, until July 18, 
1924, General Lee served as Military 
Governor of Santo Domingo. Upon his 
detachment from Santo Domingo, he was 
ordered to command the Marine Bar- 
racks, Parris Island, 8. C., and in August 
1927, was transferred to the Marine Bar- 
racks, Quantico Va., for duty as Execu- 
tive Officer. He assumed command of 
the Marine Barracks, Parris Island, 8.

For his 
service during the World War he was 
awarded the Navy Cross with the cita- 
tion: “For distinguished service in the 
line of his profession as Naval Attache 
to the American Legations at Christiana 
and Stockholm and for a time also at 
Copenhagan. At all of these points the 
service of information established and 
conducted was of great value to the 
United States and the Allied Powers.” 

From December 1, 1927, to December 
25, 1929, he was on duty at the Marine 
Barracks, Quantico, Virginia, where he 
served as Chief of Staff and in command 
of the First Regiment until July 1928 
when he was placed in command of the 
Marine Corps Schools. He was trans- 
ferred to command of the Marine De- 
tachment, American Legation. Peiping, 
China, on January 28, 1930, and returned 
to Quantico for duty as Commandant, 
Marine Corps Schools, in April 1982.

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Marines Leave Haiti 


Secretary of the Navy Claude A. 
Swanson announced this week that all 
units of the First Brigade of Marines 
under command of Brig. Gen. Louis Mc- 
Carty Little, USMC, and officers and 
men formerly attached to the Garde de 
Haiti have been withdrawn from the 
Republic of Haiti and embarked on 
board the USS Argonne and USS Bridge 
for passage to Hampton Roads, Virginia. 

They will arrive at Hampton Roads, 
Aug. 20 and will be sent to Quantico, 
Va. the same day. 

The following is a despatch received 
Aug. 15 by radio from General Little: 

“Entire Marine Brigade and all stores 
withdrawn from Haiti at 9 a. m. today. 
Most friendly feeling shown by popu- 
lace. Signed Louis McCarty Little.” 

The USS Bridge has embarked 15 
officers and 256 enlisted men and the 
Argonne 15 officers and 213 enlisted men. 
These are the last of the Marines to 
leave Haiti, the evacuation having 
started on August 1 by order of the 
President. 





Marine Squadron Returns 


Concluding fourteen years of foreign 
service in the Republic of Haiti, the Ma- 
rine Squadron VO-9M, arrived at the Na- 
val Air Station, Anacostia, D. C., Aug. 15 
and was reviewed by the Secretary of.the 
Navy. The squadron, commanded by Maj. 
James T. Moore, USMC, has returned 
to the United States in accordance with 
the Presidential order for the withdraw- 
al of Marine Forces from the Republic 
of Haiti. 

About the time the squadron arrived 
in Washington, the First Brigade of Ma- 
rinos. commanded by Brigadier General 
Louis McC. Little, USN, embarked at 
Port au Prince, Haiti, for the United 
States in the USS Argonne, and the USS 
Bridge, completing the withdrawal of 
Marines from that Republic after 
nineteen years of service. 

The squadron, VO-9M, composed of 
nine landplanes, one transport, and one 
amphibian, departed from Port au 
Prince, Haiti, on August 13th and pro- 
ceeded to Washington via Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, Moron, Cuba, Miami, Florida, 
and Charleston, 8. C. 

VO Squadron 9M, or ist Division, 
Squadron FB as it was then designated, 
arrived at Port au Prince. Haiti, on 
March 19, 1919, with six flying boats 
and one seaplane. The squadron has 
been on duty in the Republic of Haiti 
continuously since that date and, in the 
early days of the occupation, played an 
important part in the suppression of 
banditry and disorder,

WE CANNOT REFRAIN FROM emphasizing anew. the vital personal impor- 
tance of immediate response to our Army promotion poll eard. The returns up to 
date have been impressive, as evideneed by the table -we-are printing, but in order 
to serve as the guide to the majority sentiment of the Service, which General 
MacArthur desires to establish, every officer on the promotion list should express 
his opinion or opinions. Of course, a cross section, which the cards now pouring 
into the office of the Anmy anp Navy JournaL make, would be strongly indicative 
of the sentiment prevailing, but far more effective, especially upon Congress, 
would be a summary containing the views of the entire promotion list personnel. 
We reiterate that any card marked confidential will be so regarded, and that 
scrupulous care is being observed to see that the tabular summary is absolutely 
accurate. The Chief of Staff has asked the General Council, headed by Major 
General Drum, to consider the “majority sentiment” of the Service in drafting 
the promotion bill to be presented to Congress, and the poll we are making is the 
best means of establishing that sentiment. In this connection, we may say we 
have received letters from members of Congress expressing the deepest interest 
in the poll. These men in the past have sought to improve the morale of the 
Service by promotion reform, but every bill prepared since the post-war bill has 
developed group or individual opposition which has produced pressure upon 
Oongress and, as a result has caused abandonment of the project. With knowl- 
edge of the sentiment of the Army itself, it will be possible for interested members 
to proceed along definite lines tn correction of the situation they know to be bad. 
So help the Drum Board, help Congress by signing and mailing at once the card 
you have received from the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 


ON JUNE 16TH LAST, THE HOUSE of Representatives authorized its Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee to spend $20,000 for an investigation of the Army. Already 
that Committee has made a preliminary report excoriating Major General Foulois 
and airplane procurement, and further inquiry will serve as a basis for additional 
reports. Advocating the appropriation for the Committee, Representative Cochran, 
of Missouri, expressed this opinion: 

“A scandal that will arouse the people of the country, and, in all probability, 
open the doors of penitentiaries to government officials will undoubtedly be the 
result of this investigation.” 

Mr. Cochran further figured in Army matters by his participation in the effort 
to reduce the commissioned personnel by 2,000 officers, by his efforts and votes 
to reduce appropriations for the O. R. ©. and the C. M. T. ©, by his support of 
the economy law, which reduced the pay and allowances of officers and enlisted 
men of both the Army and the Navy, and by his attacks upon the Post Exchange 
system. 

Well, now the people of Missouri have spoken.

Fare- 
wells were said in the most friendly spirit. The Haitian Constabulary Band itself 
led the parade of Marines.” It may well be that much of the enthusiasm was 
aroused by the fact that a foreign occupation was ending, but whether this be true 
or not the Haitians have come to realize that that occupation has been of immeas- 
urable benefit to them. The establishment and preservation of peace and order, 
the creation and promotion of efficient native government, the development of 
education, the institution of sanitation, the improvement of transportation, the aid 
given to the farmer, the city dweller, and the social uplift enjoyed by the whole 
people—these are some of the results of the tactful, able and effective methods 
the Marines provided. The Corps well may feel that it has added another wreath 
to its laurels. 


A FORWARD STEP TOWARD THE REALIZATION of President Roosevelt's 
Pacific promise of a Navy “second ‘to nene” in three or four-years was taken this 
week when bids were opened for ¢ruisers, destroyers ‘and ° arines. The cere- 
mony had no news value, it was forecasted even before the President started for 
Hawaii. But until it occurred, there was always the chance that to meet some 
new proposal in connection with international disarmament, a decision would be 
reached to delay new construction. Now that the contracts are to be let, the 
event may properly be said to have importance particularly in the light of the 
recent statement ‘of { ‘Swanson that if the proposed conference should 
lead to reduction none but “overage ships would be scrapped. In other ‘words, 
one of the grave mistakes of the Washington Conference, the discarding of vessels 
on the ways, will not be repeated, no matter whether the 1935 Conference be held 
or not, nor whether it imposes a new naval limitation.

Food Cost Mount—With a five per cent pay cut still in force, the armed services 
are watching their living expenses rise. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics’ index number of retail food prices advanced 
one-half of 1 per cent during the two weeks’ period ending July 31, Commissioner 
Lubin of the Bureau of Labor Statistics of the United States Department of Labor 
announced. The continued strengthening in prices, which began the latter part of 
April, placed the current average 110.4 per cent of the 1913 level. The index two 
weeks ago was 109.9 and four weeks ago it was 109.6. 

“The current index shows an accumulated rise in retail food prices of slightly 
more than 8 per cent since April 24, when the current rise began,” Mr. Lubin said. 
“The index on that date was 107.3. The present level is at the highest point 
reached during the past thirty months. It is slightly below the level of December 
15, 1981, when the index had declined to 114.8. As compared wtih the index or 
90.4 for April 15, 1938, the low point reached since pre-war days, current prices 
are up by more than 22 per cent. They are 5% per cent higher than on July 15, 
1988, and more than 9 per cent above the level of two years ago, when the indexes 
were 104.8 and 101.0, respectively. 

“Of the 42 articles included in the retail price index, 15 showed advances, 11 
declines, and 16 remained at the level of two weeks ago. The important articles 
showing price increases were eggs, sliced ham, sliced bacon, lard, butter, cabbage, 
fresh milk, sugar, tea, macaroni, and bread. Lower prices were shown for white 
potatoes, pork chops, leg of lamb, onions, cheese and oleomargarine. Among the 
important items which showed no change in average prices were round steak, rib 
roast, canned red salmon, evaporated milk, wheat flour, rice and coffee. 

“Cereal foods registered the largest increase for any of the groups of items in 
the index and advanced by nine-tenths of 1 per cent. The present index, 149.0, 
is 16% per cent higher than for July 15, 1933, and 23 per cent above July 15, 
1982, when the indexes were 128.0 and 121.2, respectively.”

OBITUARIES 


Lt. Col. Joe Reese Brabson, USA, died 
August 138, 1934, at the Walter Reed 
General Hospital, Washington, D. C. 
Born in Greeneville, Tenn., June 12, 
1884, the son of John Miller and Maria 
Harmon Brabson, he was the descend- 
ant of distinguished pioneer families of 
Tennessee, 


Xolonel Brabson was graduated from 
the University of Tennessee in 1906; 
was commissioned a second lieutenant 
of Field Artillery Sept. 25, 1908, and 
joined Capt. George Gatley’s Battery F, 
Third Field Artillery, in Cuba, where 
it was a part of the Army of Cuban 
Pacification. He later served a tour 
with Mountain Artillery in the Philip- 
pine Islands. Colonel Brabson went to 
France with the First Division July, 
1917; his battalion of the Fifth Field 
Artillery being the first heavy artillery 
of the A. BE. F. to be engaged in action. 
Soon afterwards he was selected as a 
member of the General Staff of Gen. 
Hunter Liggett’s First Corps, where he 
served with General Edward's Twenty- 
sixth Division (New England) at Che- 
min des Dames, and at Seichprey. He 
also served with Gen. Omar Bundy'’s 
Second Division in the Belleaun Woods 
operation. While with the Twenty-sixth 
Division he was wounded. 


Colonel Brabson was one of the young- 
est men in the A. EF. F. to be made Chief 
of Staff of a division, being only 34 
years of age when he attained this honor 
on the staff of Gen. Charles Muir, com- 
manding the Twenty-elghth Division. 
Later he was appointed Chief of the G-5 
Section of Lt. Gen. Robert Lee Bullard’s 
Second Army. For his service in the 
World War, Colonel Brabson was given 
the Distinguished Service Medal, made 
a member of the French Legion of 
Honor, and awarded the Order of the 
Purple. Heart. 

Since the war, Colonel Brabson served 
in Panama, in the office of the Chief 
of Field Artillery, and four years in the 
War Department General Staff; he 
graduated from the Mounted Service 
School, Field Artillery Advanced Course, 
the Command and General Staff School, 
and the Army War College. He had just 
completed a two-year tour of duty in 
command of the Fourth Field Artillery 
at Ft. Bragg, North Carolina. 

As a commander, Colonel Brabson was 
a forceful and courageous leader, pos 
sessing in. the highest degree the quali- 
ties which give confidence and indicate 
true leadership; as a staff officer he was 
loyal, accurate, energetic, widely expe- 
rienced and dependable. His friends 
were legion, attracted not only by his 
splendid character and soldierly quali- 
ties, but by his loyalty, his gay good 


humor and his fine companionship. The 
Army lost a gallant soldier. 
Colonel Brabson is survived by his 


wife, the former Margaret Kimberly of 
Hampton, Va., two sons, Joe, Jr., a cadet 
at West Point, and Kimberly; four 
brothers, Col. Fay W. Brabson of the 
War Department General Staff, Thomas, 
of Greeneville, Tenn., George, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., John, of New York, Capt. 
Sam M. Brabson, of Ft. Sam Houston, 
Tex., and four sisters, Mrs. William 
Garrett, of Asheville, N. C., and Mrs. 
W. W. Overton, wife of Col. W. W. 
Overton, USA, Mrs, William Trent, and 
Mrs. Henry Trent, of Knoxville, Tenn. 
Funeral services were held at 11 A. M., 
Wednesday, Aug. 15, from St. Albans 
Church, Rev. C. T. Warner officiating. 
Interment was in Arlington National 
Cemetery, with full military honors.

No “Selection Up” 
Editor, Army AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


'' Your issue of August 4 indicates that 
strong efforts will be exerted in the Gen- 
eral Council to adopt a “Selection Up” 
system, 

I wish to go on record as definitely 
opposed to any extension of this system 
in the Army. The situation in the Army 
is different from that in the Navy. The 
Navy is smaller, much less scattered, 
less susceptible to individual political 
support, and its type of life leads to 
successful operation of a “Selection Up” 
plan where such a plan will do irrep- 
arable damage to the Army unless it is 
handled much more tarefully than the 
“Selection Up” plan in the case of Briga- 
dier and Major Generals of the Army. 

Even with stagnant promotion in the 
Army, there is at present a wonderful 
spirit of teamwork and loyalty through- 
out all grades. With the adoption of a 
“Selection Up” plan, there would be an 
endless stream of attempts at favoritism, 
political influence, and what not. Could 
it not eventuate that a subordinate offi- 
cer will secretly hope (and possibly try) 
to have his senior officer get into trouble 
so that he may be “selected up” over 
him? Morale will drop because promo- 
tion difficulties for the Army as a whole 
will not be lessened. Those “Selected 
Up” will benefit but only at the expense 
of those not selected.

Against Selection 
Editor, AnMyY AND Navy JouRNAL: 


In connection with your promotion 
forum may I submit my warning against 
the introduction of selection in the sys- 
tem to be adopted? As one long retired 
and completely out of the running, I 
feel that I can speak without prejudice 
or selfishness. 

There has always been a strong feel- 
ing against selection, a feeling through- 
out the Army, except among the higher 
officials of the War Department. Selec- 
tion would place enormous power in the 
hands of such officials, and for this rea- 
son it is feared. The feeling is general 
that selection means favoritism. 

To test the truth of this idea, I pre- 
pared a considerable list of officers at 
the time of our entry into the World 
War, selecting for my list such men as 
I knew well enough to form a fairly 
reasonable estimate of their several ca- 
pacities and of their standing with the 
powers that be. I arranged them first 
in two groups: those whose relations to 
the powers indicated that they were to 
a certain extent favorites, and those 
whose relations to said powers were 
more dubious. Then I arranged the 
officers again in two other groups: those 
who were really outstanding men, men 
who could be counted on with assurance 
to make good if advanced to posts of 
difficulty and responsibility, and the 
other group of the ordinary garden va- 
riety of officer. I may say that no man 
in my list was a poor officer; all were 
good, reliable men, 

Now let’s see what the war developed. 
Of my list of favorites with the powers, 
100% were promoted to new responsibil- 
ities as general officers, while only 12.5% 
of the others made the grade. Perhaps 
you think that this was strictly in ac- 
cordance with merit; but looking at my 
other grouping, I find that of those who 
were especially worthy but not favorites, 
only 9.5% were promoted. Of the group 
of outstanding men, only 57% were pro- 





moted, while of the garden variety 100% 
went up. 

Apparently merit had little to do with 
a man’s chances, while pleasant rela- 
tions with the powers that be scored a 
possible. 

As long as selection is conducted by 
human beings, such things are to be ex- 
pected. But even if selection could be 
conducted without bias and with infalli- 
ble wisdom, so that the best men should 
always be chosen, there is a mechanical 
difficulty that makes selection as a sys- 
tem difficult and dangerous; it groups 
the selected men at the bottom of each 
grade and the overslaughed men at the 
top. Thus we find the juniors of each 
grade given reason to consider them- 
selves better than their seniors of the 
same grade, and at the same time the 
seniors are made into a disgruntled lot. 
Nothing could be more destructive to 
morale. 

If we want an army of coffee coolers 
and bootlickers, then by all means let us 
have selection; but if we want an army 
of officers devoted to their duties, let us 
stick to a strict system of promotion by 
seniority with effective elimination of 
those who prove unfit in body, mind or 
character. There is no greater incen- 
tive to loyal work than the assurance 
that advancement will come in due time; 
and there is no surer way to induce 
jockeying for position and for special 
privilege than to introduce any system 
of selection.

Beware of Greeks! 
Rditor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


I have been following with interest 
the articles in your publication relative 
to prospective Army promotion reform. 
Apparently there is considerable senti- 
ment for a “selection out” plan with 
compensation of 214% of pay per year 
of service. Of course all of us that have 
been struggling for years in the lower 
grades and with little promotion in sight 
are willing to grab at almost any straw 
offered, but I would like to sound a bit 
of warning to the “hump,” to beware of 
Greeks bearing gifts. In so far as I have 
heen able to ascertain the “hump” has 
borne the blunt of the Army “purgings” 
since 1920 and in my opinion it will be 
mostly “humpites” selected out if such a 
policy is adopted. 

Your poll that is now being conducted 
to determine the sentiment in the Army 
on the subject of promotion is a very 
excellent idea but I am afraid that too 
many officers will vote in haste for a 
selection system of some kind and will 
have to repent at leisure after it is too 
late. Some of those who consider them- 
selves in favor at present and therefore 
untouchable may not occupy the same 
position several years hence. Also it is 
my opinion that the majority sentiment 
in the Army will not be for a drastic 
selection bill if the rank and file of the 
“hump” will think twice before express- 
ing an opinion. 

Admittedly promotion for those in the 
lower half of the promotion list is too 
slow. However the Army has carried on 
for a long time without any perpetual 
“selecting out” system and we have had 
“humps” and slow promotion before. I 
believe that such a system would do con- 
siderably more harm than good as it 
would certainly wreck the morale of a 
large number of officers due to the un- 
certainties it would create. Virtually 
every “average” officer of the “hump” 
would be continually on probation. I 
ean’t conceive that this would increase 
the efficiency of the Army. 

It is not understood why proposals 
are being made to accomplish prospec- 
tive retirements of those “selected out” 
with only Class B compensation, namely 
214% of pay for each year of service, 
except that those making these proposals 
never expect to be “selected out” and 
with this small compensation it will be 
easy to get a “selecting out” bill enacted 
into law. It is of course very obvious 
that a junior officer in the forties with 





a growing family would be in a sad state 
of financial affairs if retired with this 
small compensation in these stagnant 
times and with the restrictions as to the 
acceptance of employment with firms 
doing business with the Government. If 
officers are to be prematurely retired to 
make room for the post-war lieutenants 
it is believed that the so-called three- 
quarters pay compensation is none too 
much as it is common knowledge that 
this rate of compensation is only ap- 
proximately one-half of one’s pay and 
allowances and a dollar buys just as 
much, or rather just as little, whether 
received as an allowance or as base pay. 
Sven this would be a great hardship on 
junior married officers with children. 

I am naturally in favor of increasing 
the rate of flow of promotion in the 
Army but I am certainly against any 
system that will ruthlessly and prema-

Financial Digest 

The Federal Reserve Board’s condi- 
tion statement of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks in 91 leading cities on August 
8 shows decreases for the week of $46,- 
000,000 in loans, $39,000,000 in invest- 
ments and $24,000,000 in net demand de- 
posits, and an increase of $95,000,000 in 
reserve balance with Federal Reserve 
banks.

“All other” 
loans declined $7,000,000 in the New York 
district. and increased $6,000,000 in the 
Chicago district and $8,000,000 at all re- 
porting banks. 

Iloldings of United States Government 
securities declined $26,000,000 in the 
New York district and $42,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. Holdings of 
other securities shows relatively little 
change for the week. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state 
ment, had total loans and investments 
of $1,173,000,000 and net demand, time 
and Government deposits of $1,264,000, 
000 on August 8, compared with $1,160, 
000,000 and $1,254,000,000, respectively, 
on August 1.

In sixth place was question Four (a 
method based solely upon selection out) 
which polled 50 votes, or about 3.9 per 
cent of the votes. 

Next to last was question Seven (a 
promotion list based upon revision with 
some combination of the other methods), 
for which 41 voted, or about 3.2 per cent. 

At the bottom of the list, as it was 
last week, was question Three (a method 
based solely upon selection up), which 
polled only 30 votes, or about 2.3 per 
cent of the total. 

The increase in the percentage voting 
for question One (the MacArthur bill 
with such attrition as comes normally 
and under the revised class B method) 
and the decrease in the percentage vot- 
ing for the forced attrition-selection com- 
bination, may be explained in that the 
first votes, ‘recorded last week, were 
more than 90 per cent from Washington, 
while the votes this week were largely 
from the field. 

In tabulating the votes those who indi- 
eated modifications of questions or com- 
binations with others were classified to 
show their preference even though so 
modified. Thus 22 voting for the Mac- 
Arthur bill wanted it combined with 
forced attrition, six wanted it combined 
with selection up, nine wanted it com- 
bined with selection out, two wanted 
it combined with some combination of 
forced attrition and selection, one wanted 
it combined with independent branch 
promotion, and four with revision of the 
promotion list. Others made comments, 
some of which appear elsewhere in this 
edition of the JOURNAL. 

Also ten of those checking the forced 
attrition-selection combination definitely 
excluded selection up from their prefer- 
ence. One of those voting for revision 
of the list wanted it combined with 
some form of forced attrition. 

The forced attrition, selection up, se- 
lection out, and combination questions 
(numbers 2, 3, 4 and 5) represent a 
broad general school of thought. Group- 
ing all these together we find that they 
represent a total of 344 votes, or 26.9 
per cent of the total. .
